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To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Ccjunoil  of  Farnham, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  I963,  which  ic  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Circular  1/64- 

Once  again  this  repoi-t  makes  satisfactory  reading  as 
the  health  of  the  district  has  remained  good  and  the  population 
continues  to  show  an  upward  trend.  The  Registrar  General 
estimates  the  population  at  mid  1963  as  27,990,  an  increase  of 
470  on  1962.  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  is  13*36  per  thousand 
population,  \;hich  is  still  slightly  '.bovc  that  of  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole,  but  is  rising  each  year.  The  corrected 
Death  Rate,  10*44  per  thousand  population,  continues  to  remain 
lower  than  that  of  England  and  Y/ales.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  at  all  ages  has  fallen  further  and  no  v^oman  died  in 
childbirth. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  diseases  are  still  the  main  causes 
of  death,  followed  by  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchitis.  It 
is  disturbing  to  note  that  there  v/ere  J deaths  by  suicide. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  when  severe 
arctic  wreather  conditions  prevailed  absenteeism  from  v/ork  was  '• 

high.  This  n/as  partly  due  to  the  impossible  road  conditions 
and  partly  to  a mild  type  of  influenza.  Fortunately  Asian 
Flu  prevalent  at  the  time  in  the  U.S.A.  did  not  come  to  Britain. 

There  was  a lower  incidence  of  Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning 
than  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Persons  returning  from 
Zermatt  in  March  when  Typhoid  fever  v;as  prevalent  there,  were 
carefully  scrutinised. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Hospital  arrangements  in  the 
Urban  District.  The  proposed  building  of  extra  wards  at  Farnham 
Hospital  is  e:jq)ected  to  start  in  1965* 

The  existing  hospital  accommodation  continues  to  be  inadequate. 
The  need  for  more  beds  particularly  for  maternity  cases  has  become 
urgent. 

The  latest  information  on  the  nev;  District  Hospital  is  that  the 
site  is  to  be  Frimley  Park  and  the  date  of  starting  building  1972. 
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Health  propaganda  is  uaintained  at  a high  level.  During 
1963  the  iuportance  of  hygenic  handling  of  food  ua.s  enpha.sized 
to  conbat  food  poisoning.  The  cr.npaign  to  discourage  children 
fron  taking  up  the  smoking  habit  v.'as  assisted  by  visits  of  the 
Mobile  Unit  fron  the  Centra.l  Council  of  Health  Education. 

Nev;  notifica.tions  of  tuberculosis  are  few.  The  Mass 
Radiography  Service  is  much  a.ppreciated.  The  Unit  visited 
the  car  park  in  South  Street  in  September  and  approximately 
1500  persons  were  X-rayed.  This  service  is  in  addition  to  the 
normal  X-ray  facilities  avails^ble  at  Hospita,ls  and  Clinics. 

During  the  year  the  Department  suffered  a sad  loss  by 
the  sudden  death  of  the  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Collett,  \/ho  had 
worked  for  the  Council  for  25  years. 

I wish  to  thG,nk  the  Chief  Officers  for  their  co-operation 
and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  valuable 
work  during  the  year. 

Hy  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  who  have  throughout  the  year  so  \;illingly  given  me 
every  assistance  and  courtesy  and  whose  co-opera,tion  I much 
appreciate.  To  my  colleagues  in  G-eneral  Practice  I 'wish  to 
express  my  special  thanks  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and 
interest  in  all  medical  aspects  of  the  Council’s  work.

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  Farnham  has  shov/n  a 
rise  of  470  over  the  figure  for  1962.  This  corresponds 
closely  T.'ith  the  figui'e  of  490  for  1961. 

2.  BIRTHS

I The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  There 

u’ere  476  live  births  of  \;hich  24  mere  illegitima-te.  The 
Birth  Rate  after  correction  by  the  Comparability  Factor 
(1-08)  is  18.36  per  1,000  population,  which  is  rather  more 
than  that  of  Englajid  and  iJales  as  a whole,  which  is  18*2. 

Tlie  Birth  Rate  in  the  Urban  District  has  been  rising  steadily 
over  the  years  as  more  young  couples  ha,ve  taken  up  residence. 

3.  DEATHS 

(a)  The  Death  Rate  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Fa.ctor 
0*72  is  10*44  per  1,000  population,  which  is  lower  than 
that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a \/hole  which  is  12*2.  This 
is  the  lowest  figure  for  the  Urban  District  for  10  years.

AJ/IBUIAITCE  SERVICE 


The  whole  of  the  District  is  covered  by  the  St,  John 
Anbulazioe  Service  which  carries  out  the  work  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council.  Bering  the  year  the  new  Hea-douarters  in  the 
Hart  was  brought  into  use  and  the  division  is  finding  the 
benefit  of  working  in  a station  designed  for  the  purpose. 

I am  indebted  to  Supt.  Cra.wte  for  information  on  the 
year's  activities. 

AIvBULAIT,E  DIVISION 

Members  put  in  7520  hours  of  voluntary  work  - mainly 
on  duty  at  the  iimbulance  Stationj  the  remainder  on  first  aid 
at  public  functions.  Several  courses  of  instruction  in  First 
Aid  were  given. 

The  cadets  have  won  the  Toovey  Trophy  for  1963  for  the 
best  cadet  division  in  Surrey  and  they  and  Supt,  Richards 
deserve  our  sincere  congratulations.  They  ha,ve  put  in  486  hours 
of  voluntary  duty. 

MJRSDI&  DIVISION 

Nursing  Members  have  given  great  help  in  attendance  at 
the  Station  and  a,t  public  functions  and  in  escorting  long 
distanoe  ambulance  cases. 

The  Cadets  ha.ve  been  active  both  in  public  duties 
(327  hours)  and  in  their  training. 

HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE 

The  service  carried  28  patients  and  covered  1118  miles. 
Although  small  this  is  an  inva.luable  contribution  to  the 
Ambulance  service.  It  will  be  noted  that  it  has  involved 
much  mila,ge  for  few  patients  and  so  enabled  Ambulance  vehicles 
to  be  used  to  better  advantage.

The  Eamily  Planning  Clinic  at  the  Earnham  Hospital,  Out 
Patient  Department  is  held  every  Wednesday  at  6.30  p.m.  and  is 
administered  by  a voluntary  committee.  Appointments  are  required 
although  every  effort  is  made  to  see  persons  calling  without 
appointments. 
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The  Clinic  is  working  at  about  full  capacity  and  numbers 
attending  remain  high. 

Sub-fertility  and  p re-marital  education  occupy  an  increas- 
ing part  of  the  tine.  It  is  hoped  to  start  the  taking  of 
routine  cervical  smears  in  the  near  future. 

Mrs.  D.  Chuter  has  taken  on  the  duty  of  Hon.  Sec.  of  the 
Farnham  Branch  B.P.A.  in  place  of  Ilrs.  D.  Tong,  who  has  nov/ 
become  the  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Clinic.  Mrs.  Lauderback,  lately 

the  Clinic  Hon.  Sec., is  now  Treasurer  in  place  of  Mr.  Lauderback, 
who  has  vinfortunately  had  to  give  up  the  post. 

CHIHOPODY  SERVICE 

There  is  a chiropody  service  for  expectant  mothers, 
handicapped  persons  and  old  people.  The  first  two  classes 
are  dealt  With  by  direct  arrangement  v;ith  private  chiropodists. 
Arrangements  for  old  persons  are  made  by  volmitary  organisations 
such  as  the  W.V.S.  and  Red  Cross. 

HCEE  HELP  SERVICE 

This  County  Council  service  is  administered  through 
their  South  Western  Division.  Most  of  the  Hone  Helps,  of 
\/hon  there  are  about  83,  reside  in  the  to\.ns,  i.e.,  Parnhan, 
Cuildford,  Codalming  and  Haslemere,  and  because  of  the 
shortage  in  the  rural  areas,  they  have  to  serve  the  latter  as 
well.  This  unfortunately  results  in  considerable  loss  of 
time  in  travelling. 

In  addition,  about  12  Neighbourly  Helps  are  usually 
available.  These  are  mostly  in  the  rural  areas  \/here,  of 
course,  since  the  patients  frequently  live  in  an  isolated  place, 
they  are  especially  valuable. 

A number  of  Home  Helps  - there  are  about  4 of  these  at 
present  - have  received  training  as  Special  Home  Helps. 

Their  particular’  responsibility  is  to  help  T;ith  problem  families 
and  very  difficult  cases.  They  usually  remain  with  the  family 
most  days  of  the  week,  and  part  of  their  job  is  to  try  and  train 
the  mother, 

"Dirty  Money"  is  payable  vdiere  conditions  in  the  home  are 
particularly  bad.  It  sometimes  happens  that  an  old  and 
isolated  cottage  without  modern  amenities,  occupied  by  an 
elderly  person,  becomes  very  insanitary,  as  the  occupant  has 
refused  all  offers  of  help  and  is  determined  to  remain  independent. 
Much  tact  is  required  in  dealing  with  such  cases. 

There  has  been  no  case  in  our  District  during  the  year  where 
the  Home  Help  Service  has  been  unable  to  meet  our  requests  for 
help. 

HOSPITALS 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  hospital  arrangements. 
The  town  is  still  served  by  Parnham,  Trimmers,  and  Green  Lane 
Hospitals.  The  projected  building  of  extra  wards  at  Parnham 
is  expected  to  start  in  1965* 

Meanwhile,  the  existing  hospitals  are  under  increasing 
pressure.  In-patients,  out-patients  and  maternity  cases  have 
all  increased.  The  need  for  maternity  beds  in  particular 
becomes  more  and  more  pressing.

Smoking  & Lung  Cancer 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  visited  the  South  Western  Division  of  Suirey  from 
18th  to  22nd  February,  In  this  district  the  Farnham  Youth 
Club,  Heath  End  County  Secondary  School,  Weydon  County 
Secondary  School  and  Farnham  Crammar  School  for  Boys  were 
visited. 

Later  in  the  year  posters  and  leaflets  provided  free 
of  chai-ge  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  distributed  to 
General  Practitioners  for  display  in  surgeries  and  wraiting 
rooms. 

Food  Hygiene

Miss  Oli'v'e  Christie  reports  on  the  service  as  folla^.s;- 

The  S,0,S,  Service  has  continued  in  its  quiet  end  help- 
ful \.ay  during  the  past  year,  v.ith  the  members  remaining  about 
the  same. 

The  usual  visiting  and  shopping  has  been  undertaken,  and 
\.e  have  been  able  to  arrange  transport  for  some  of  the  blind, 
or  near-blind  men  and  \.oinen  attending  the  Braille  and  Moon 
Class  at  Brightwells  every  fortnight.  It  is  hoped  to  recruit 
more  drivei-s  in  the  near  future,  as  there  are  many  people  dis- 
abled in  this  v.a,y  v/ho  are  anxious  to  taice  advanta.ge  of  the 
helpful  tuition  at  the  Class.  The  names  of  persons  willing 
and  able  to  help  in  this  way  would  be  \.'elcomed. 

OLD  PEOPLES  l.ELFAEE  COIvSilTTEE 

The  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee  continued  with  the  \;ork 
of  co-ordinating  the  various  activities  in  this  field. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  invited  interested  towns- 
people to  a r.eeting  to  discuss  the  possibilities  of  forming 
a Housing  Associa.tion.  The  outcom.e  of  this  meeting  was  the 
formation  of  the  Earnham  (Surrey)  Housing  Association  v.hose 
aim  is  to  provide  housing  accommodation  for  elderly  people  at 
an  economic  rent. 

It  is  h'-'ped  during  the  year  ahead  to  institute  a "road 
w'arden"  scheme  in  an  effort  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with 
elderly  persons  who  nay  need  assistance. 

FLUORIDE  CONTENT  OE  \7ATER  SUPPLIES 

The  following  information  is  supplied  as  requested  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  w'hole  of  the  Earnham  Urban  District  is  supplied 
by  the  ¥ey  Valley  ' ater  Company.  All  sources  have  a Fluoride 
content  of  less  than  0*1  parts  per  million. 
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PREVinTJ^N^  OF  AIH)  COriTROL  OVER  BIPECTIOUS  /iKD  OTHER  DISEi^ES 
SMM'LPOX 

There  v/ere  no  cases  of  sraallpox  in  any  \jay  connected 
with  the  tavn.  Six  notifications  v-ere  rt.ceived  from  Port 
Health  Offices  of  travellers  to  Parnham  v.ho  had  cone  from 
suspected  countries.  They  v.ere  all  visited  and  given  any 
necessary  advice. 

SI'.LfXIPOX  VACCINATIOM 

Innunisation  schedules  T.'ere  amended  to  perforin  smallpox 
vaccination  during  the  second  year  of  life,  instead  of  before 
6 months  of  age  as  hitherto. 


^3IASL£S 


This  v;as  an  epidemic  year  for  measles.  354  cases  being 
notified.  There  were  no  serious  complications. 

S0I#5S  DYSE^'TERY 

This  disease  continues  to  crop  up,  although  there  has 
been  no  major  outbrealc.  In  April,  five  children  adraitted  to 
Parnham  Hospital  from  Aldershot,  Ash,  and  Parnham  with  other 
illnesses,  all  had  diarrhoea  on  arrival  and  Sonne  \.as 
subsequently  found. 

Three  family  incidents  were  reported.  In  each  case  one 
person  wont  sick  and  bacteriological  examinations  revealed 
that  other  members  of  the  family  were  carriers.  All  cleared 
up  quickly  with  treatment.  In  no  case  \;as  there  any  connection 
vfith  public  food  handling. 

These  cases  however,  do  underline  the  importance  of  anyone 
in  the  food  handling  business  seeking  medical  advice  if  ’'diarrhoea” 
occurs  in  his  fanily. 

POOD  POISONING  OUTBRE^-j; 

On  22nd  August  there  was  f'n  outbreak  of  Pood  Poisoning  at 
a residential  establishment  for  Overseas  students.  15  people 
were  ill  during  the  evening  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  All 
patients  had  recovered  by  the  follov/ing  morning.  Most  of  then 
were  among  a party  of  students  from  Tunisia  who  were  due  to 
leave  the  following  day  and  had  gone  before  the  investigation 
could  be  begun. 

Samples  cf  items  of  food  and  empty  tins  v/ere  examined. 

Staphylococcus  Aureus  of  a phage-type  usually  associated 
v/ith  food-poisoning,  wns  cultured  from  some  of  the  left  over 
food  - but  not  from  the  empty  tins.  It  v/as  also  found  in  one 
specimen  from  a member  of  the  Staff  who  had  been  ill.  All 
food  handlers  were  examined,  Ko  suspicious  staphylococcal 
lesions  w'ere  found.  Routine  swabs  ’,/ere  taken  from  noses  and 
hands.  Two  nose  swabs  produced  a staphylococcus  aureus  but 
neither  was  of  the  phage-type  concerned. 

It  v/as  impossible  therefore  to  positively  identify  the 
source  of  this  infection  and  although  the  evidence  pointed  to 
a source  among  the  food  handling  staff,  it  is  noteworthy  that 
no  further  outbreaks  have  been  reported.

Several  persons  were  reported  to  have  returned  to  this 
country  fron  Zerofitt  in  hsr’ch  v/hen  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were 
oc curing  there.  All  exaniric.tions  were  negative. 


In  September  a boy  in  a party  of  Boy  Scouts  developed 
Typhoid  Fever  while  in  Austria.  6 members  of  the  party 
resident  in  this  district  were  carefully  examined  and  kept 
under  observation  on  their  return.  All  remained  vrell.

HOUSING- 

(a)  G-eneral 

The  problem  of  the  repair  of  the  older  type  properties 
is  still  apparent.  In  a number  of  jjases  where  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  serve  notices  on  owners,  the  owners  have  had 
difficulty  in  getting  works  of  repair  carried  out  and  in  many 
cases  there  has  been  considerable  delay  due  to  builders  having 
other  commitments.  This  does  cause  considerable  inconvenience 
to  the  tenants  and  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  convince  them 
that  the  delay  is  unavoidable. 


Forty-seven  properties  have  been  visited  in  connection 
with  applications  for  Improvement  G-rants.  In  addition  to 
this,  considerable  time  has  been  spent  on  discussions  and 
meeting  v/ith  ovrners,  prospective  purchasers,  builders  etc., 
as  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  grants  for  properties  in 
the  area. 

The  majority  of  applicants  are  owner/occupiers  and  the 
number  of  tenanted  properties  being  improved  is  relatively 
small. 

(c)  .Rent  Act,  1957 

There  have  been  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Dis- 
repair under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(d)  Slum  Clearance 


Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  slum  clear- 
ance work  and  it  can  nov;  be  said  that  the  worst  of  the  sub- 
standard properties  have  been  dealt  with. 

During  the  year  under  reviev;,  following  action  by  the 
Council,  tv.elve  houses  were  demolished,  one  Closing  Order  made 
and  three  undertakings  not  to  re-let  were  accepted. 

( e ) Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Difficulties  e3q)erienced  for  some  time  v^ith  one  large 
property  let  in  this  manner  were  resolved  by  the  house  ceasing 
to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

In  another  case,  after  consultation  with  the  Fire  Authority, 
a notice  was  issued  to  improve  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

(f ) Overcrowding 

No  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  v/as  found. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 


Sixty-eight  inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  and  in  some  cases  it  V7as  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  shopkeepers  to  minor  contraventions. 

A few  complaints  regarding  contravention  of  the  Sunday 
Trading  provisions  of  the  Act  were  received  and  these  were  all 
dealt  with  informally.  I feel  that  I must  again  report  that 
this  section  of  the  Shops  Act  is  difficult  to  administer. 
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It  is  hoped  that  1964  will  see  the  existing  welfare 
provisions  replaced  by  the  more  comprehensive  provisions  of 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

PTJBLJC  COm/ENIENCES. 

The  use  made  of  the  new  block  of  conveniences  in  the 
Central  Car  Park  has  increased  during  the  year. 

It  has  now  been  agreed  that  a new  block  of  conveniences 
be  c-'^nstructed  on  land  forming  part  of  the  Borelli  Walk  and 
Gardens  fronting  on  to  South  Street.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
new  comeniences  will  be  constructed  during  1964  and  the  old 
unsatisfactory  ones  in  South  Street  closed. 

SWnaUNG  BATHS 

During  the  summer  months  samples  of  sT;imming  bath  water 
v;ere  obtained  from  the  Council’s  ov/n  swimming  baths  and  fr^m 
baths  at  private  schools  and  Woodlarks  Camp. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  improvement  in  results 
of  samples  from  the  private  baths  has  been  maintained  and  on 
only  one  occasion  v;as  it  found  necessary  to  offer  advice. 

PET  AWBiALS  ACT.  1951 

There  are  two  licensed  pet  shops  in  the  District.  They 
mainly  deal  in  cage  birds  and  fish,  although  one  does  handle 
tortoises,  mice,  etc. 

The  premises  were  kept  under  supervision  and  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  condition.

A ten  per  cent  test  baiting  of  sewer  manholes  was  carried 
out  at  the  end  of  April  in  accordance  viith  the  recommendations  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

Five  hundred  and  ninety-eight  visits  Virere  made  to  food  shops, 
cafes,  canteens,  bakehouses,  licensed  premises,  etc.  It  is  this 
personal  contact  with  food  handlers  v/hich  is  most  important  in 
effecting  improvements  and  maintaining  satisfactory  standards  of 
preparation  and  handling  of  food.  It  is  regretted  that  more  time 
cannot  be  spent  on  routine  inspection  of  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  or  handled. 

During  visits  to  food  shops  it  has  on  occasions  been  found 
necessary  to  remind  occupiers  and  staff  of  their  responsibilities 
under  the  provisions  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  relating 
to  the  handling,  storage  and  w’ashing  of  food.  Due  to  their  co- 
operation it  has  been  possible  to  deal  \?ith  any  infringements  on 
an  informal  basis. 

The  steady  improvement  of  food  shops  has  continued  and  the 
increase,  in  wrapped  foods,  especially  vegetables,  has  helped  in 
regard  to  tidiness  and  cleanliness  of  the  general  shops  handling 
a variety’’  of  food  commodities. 

It  is  felt  that  the  general  public  have  their  part  to  play 
v/ith  regard  to  food  hygiene.  The  point  is  sometimes  raised  that 
although  staff  of  food  premises  are  not  allov/ed  to  smoke  there  is 
no  such  restriction  on  the  customer.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
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the  main  danger  is  in  the  smoker  also  handling  food  but  it  is 
hoped  that  the  example  set  by  the  food,  handlers  xvill  result  in 
customers  d.iscontinuing  to  smoke  in  food  premises. 

Also  many  shopkeepers  dissuade  customers  from  taking  dogs 
into  food  premises.  This  policy  is  supported  and  on  request 
notices  are  supplied,  free  of  charge,  for  display  in  shops 
requesting  customers  not  to  bring  their  dogs  into  the  premises.

all  the  results  were  satisfactory.

MILK  SUPPLY 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  ivere  in  existence  tv^enty- 
seven  Dealer's  (Pre-packed  Milk)  Licences,  one  Dealer's 
(Pasteuriser's)  Licence  and  one  Dealer's  (Tuberculin  Tested) 
Licence,  All  these  licences  expire  on  the  31st  December,  I965. 

The  only  raw  millc  sold  in  the  area  is  a small  quantity 
of  farm  bottled  tuberculin  tested  milk,  A fe\i  retail  shops 
sell  sterilised  milk,  but,  in  the  main,  pasteurised  milk  is 
retailed. 

There  is  one  H.T.S.T,  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district 
from  Avhich  samples  were  talcen  weekly  and  I am  pleased  to  say 
that  all  these  samples  sa.tisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 

The  total  number  of  samples  obtained  throughout  the  area 
was  116.  These  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  St,  Luke's  Plospital,  G-uildford.  A summary  of  the  results 
is  shown  in  the  following  table

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  81  and  out  of  this  number  3^ 
were  milk  samples,  28  of  the  milk  sa,niples  submitted  for  analysis 
were  ordinary  milk,  halving  an  average  composition  of  3' 75/°  Pat  and 
8’6Q%  solids  not  fa,t.  The  remaining  10  samples  viere  Channel  Island 
Crade,  halving  an  average  composition  of  4*47/°  Pat  and  d*98fo  solids 
not  fat. 

The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  three  informal  samples  v/ere 
not  genuine  and  in  each  case  the  manufacturereo  agreed  to  revise 
the  wording  of  the  label,  to  comply  with  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order. 

The  sample  of  milk  that  was  reported  as  not  genuine  contained 
2*79/^  by  w6lght  milk  fat  and  8*79^  milk  solids  other  than  milk  fat. 

4s  judged  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  this  sample  was  deficient 
in  milk  fat,  the  deficiency  corresponding  to  the  abstraction  of  T/° 
of  the  milk  fat.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  agitation 
in  the  bulk  raw  milk  storage  tank  was  not  functioning  at  the  time 
the  sample  was  obtained  due  to  an  electrical  fault,  A sample  taken 
early  next  morning  gave  a milk  fat  reading  of  5’h-5%  thus  confirming 
the  findings.
